No. 11-Pres/2016—The President is pleased to approve the award of the "Kirti Chakra” to the under mentioned 
persons for the acts of conspicuous gallantry :— 

1. SHRI GAUTAM KOCH, ASSAM ARMED BRANCH CONSTABLE (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award : 23 June 2014} 

Based on specific information regarding movement of some United Peoples Liberation Army (UPLA) cadres on 
23-06-2014 midnight at about 0030 hours, Additional Superintendent of Police (HQ), Diphu and incharge of Dhansiri 
Outpost along with PRC and Vi section of 23 rd Assam Police (Indian Reserve) Battalion launched an operation at Ramsing 
Hanse Gaon, under Dhansiri Outpost of Diphu Police Station. During operation, the team arrived at the house of Miss Kajir 
Hansepi and Miss Karengso Hansepi at Ramsing Hasnse Gaon, where some armed United Peoples Liberation Army cadres 
were hiding. The security forces asked them to surrender. But, the armed cadres started firing indiscriminately on the security 
forces by coming out of the house. Immediately Shri Gautam Koch, with his sheer courage and presence of mind, retaliated 
the firing and other Police officers and men who participated in the operations, also fired. As a result, one United Peoples 
Liberation Army cadre died on the spot and another managed to flee away. Shri Gautam Koch, during the encounter 
confronted face to face with the UPLA extremists, sustained bullet injury on his head and died in the hospital during 
treatment. The slain UPLA cadre was identified as an Ex-United Peoples Democratic Solidarity cadre, namely Rajib Engleng 
@ Sonjib Engleng. During search of the spot, the following articles were recovered one AK-56 rifle with magazine, 27 live 
rounds of 7.62 mm ammns, three empty case of 7.62 mm ammns. Seven empty case of 9 mm ammns, four live rounds of 
9 mm ammns, four demand letters of UPLA, One blank pad, one identity card in the name of Rajib Engleng issued by UPDS 
and one voter ID in the name of Kareng Hansepi. 

Constable Gautam Koch displayed indomitable courage, determination and conspicuous gallantry and made 
supreme sacrifice in fighting with the insurgents. 

2. SHRI RAJESH ATRA, HEAD CONSTABLE, SPECIAL TASK FORCE, DURG, CHHATTISGARH 

{Effective date of the award : 11 April 2015} 

On 10 th April 2015, Shri Shankar Rao, Platoon Commander temporarily camping at PS Polampalli, Distt Sukrna got 
an intelligence input about the presence of 25 armed CPI (Maoist) cadres near village Pidmel. Shri Shankar Rao, immediately 
briefed his team of 49 (01 PC, 22 CTs, 23 Asstt CTs), took extra ammunition & planned an offensive operation. As per plan, 
Shri Shankar Rao left with his team for operation on 11 th April 2015 at around 02:00 hours, taking a cross country route to 
Pidmel. 


On conducting search, STF team did not find Maoists' presence near village Pidmel. The team left the village and 
decided to halt on a small hillock near Pidmel in the morning for a break. Meanwhile, Maoists, who were camping in 
between Pidmel & Dabbakonta got information of Police movement, stealthily followed the police party and on reaching the 
hillock, started encircling the STF party. 

After the search, the security personnel halted near RV Point .209. Shri Shankar Rao noticed some suspicious 
movement and exhibiting exemplary leadership qualities moved in that direction to ascertain the cause of the sudden 
movement. But the brave leader was hit on the chest by a bullet from the Maoists who were in the process of encircling the 
hillock. Shri Shankar Rao even after being mortally wounded alerted the rest of the party. Shri Shankar Rao succumbed to his 
injuries. 


After Shri Shankar Rao was martyred on the spot, Shri Atra, Head Constable suo motto took command of the party. 
This action motivated the security personnel and enabled them to function as a team after the death of their commander. 
Shri Atra showing great presence of mind decided to move ahead by breaking through the Maoist ambush. For this he 
himself fired with UBGL and the impact of this area weapon succeeded in scattering the Maoists party. However, moving 
ahead the party was caught in a second ambush. Shri Atra and his men fought valiantly with the Maoist. The Maoist also 
planted a third ambush ahead. Shri Atra fired the UBGL cell which resulted in the death of three Maoists and the third 
ambush also failed miserably. Shri Rajesh Atra not only led his team back to safety but ensured that all the injured police 
personnel were brought back and the arms of the martyred officer/jawans could not be looted. During this fierce gun battle 
07 Jawans, including Shri Shankar Rao, got martyred & 10 Jawans sustained bullet injuries. 

Head Constable Rajesh Atra displayed exemplary leadership, tactical acumen and conspicuous gallantry in the face 
of fierce gun battle with the Maoist extremists. 
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3. JC-413444W SUBEDAR MAHENDRA SINGH, SENA MEDAL, 9 th BATTALION THE PARACHUTE 

REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) ATTACHED WITH 6 th BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award : 02 September 2015) 

Subedar Mahendra Singh was a veteran of numerous firefights, where, time and again his inspiring leadership, 
resilience and courage resulted in outstanding successes. He had been awarded Sena Medal on the Line of Control for 
exemplary courage and initiative wherein he shot dead a Pakistan Regular Army in 2013. 

On 02 Sep 2015 at 2015 hours, contact was established with terrorists in Haphruda forest at Kupwara district of 
Jammu and Kashmir resulting in multiple splinter injuries to two comrades. Displaying exemplary leadership, Subedar 
Mahendra Singh moved with Lance Naik Mohan Nath Goswami to evacuate his comrades, drawing heavy fire in the process. 
Sensing the danger to his men, Subedar Mahendra immediately returned fire and displaying raw aggression charged and 
eliminated one terrorist at close quarters. His audaciousness startled the other terrorist who opened indiscriminate fire at him. 
Undeterred, he closed in with the terrorists when one terrorist rushed out firing and grievously wounded Subedar Mahendra 
in the abdomen. Despite his injury which paralyzed him below the waist, he shot dead the terrorist at point blank range. 
Heedless of the threat posed by the terrorist fire and his incapacitating wound, he, in order to prevent any further casualties, 
forbade all attempts to evacuate him and endured tremendous pain to extricate himself. 

Subedar Mahendra Singh displayed exemplary leadership and conspicuous gallantry in fighting with the terrorists. 

4. 3986807H SEPOY JAGDISH CHAND, 546 DEFENCE SECURITY CORPS PLATOON (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award : 02 January 2016) 

Sepoy Jagdish Chand was posted with 546 Defence Security Platoon attached with 18 Wing Air Force. On the night 
of 01/02 Jan 2016 at 0330 hr while the individual was working on bonafide military duty at Defence Service Corps lines, five 
to six heavily armed terrorists entered the lines and opened indiscriminate fire on the troops working in the said location. The 
heavy firing resulted in two of his colleagues being fatally wounded. Showing presence of mind and conspicuous bravery 
Sepoy Jagdish Chand unmindful of his own safety ran after the closest terrorist, chased and overpowered him. Sepoy Jagdish 
Chand snatched the terrorist’s weapon to shoot him dead. In the process two more terrorists in vicinity opened fire on Sepoy 
Jagdish Chand killing him on the spot. 

Sepoy Jagdish Chand displayed great presence of mind, valour and conspicuous gallantry and made supreme 
sacrifice in fighting with the terrorists.

1. 4577583P SEPOY DHARMA RAM, THE MAHAR REGIMENT / 1 st BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award : 25 May 2015) 

On 25 May 2015 Sepoy Dharma Ram was part of a patrol launched by Major Kobitirha Sanyal towards village 
Kanjikul at Kulgam district of Jammu and Kashmir. At 1300 hours the patrol came under sudden heavy volume of fire from a 
nearby house. Sepoy Dharma Ram exhibited exemplary presence of mind to warn his team of the direction of fire and 
encountered the terrorist fearlessly in a direct firefight. He selflessly put himself in the face of terrorist fire and fought with 
nerves of steel to prevent any team member from getting injured. 

During the firefight the individual sustained two bullet wounds on his back and thigh. Unmindful and undeterred 
from the grave injury and although bleeding profusely the individual exhibited exemplary field craft to crawl to an 
appropriate position from where he brought accurate fire on the terrorist and injured him gravely. The terrorist was thus 
neutralized and identified as Lashkar-e-Toiba District Commander. 

Sepoy Dharma Ram displayed courage beyond the call of duty, dogged determination and gallantry and made 
supreme sacrifice in fighting with the terrorist. 

2. SL-05351Y LIEUTENANT HARJINDER SINGH / THE GENERAL SERVICE / 3 rd BATTALION THE 
KUMAON REGIMENT 


[Effective date of the award : 05 June 2015) 

On 05 June 2015, Lieutenant Harjinder Singh was the Commander of Halka Zero Ambush Point at Jammu and 
Kashmir. At 2230 hours, a group of three terrorists was spotted in front of Halka Zero. Lieutenant Harjinder Singh 
continuously tracked the move of terrorists and immediately assessed the situation and brought down effective fire and 
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engaged the infiltrators. The effective fire forced the terrorists to move along the Anti Infiltration Obstacle System to a higher 
ground towards Halka One. The terrorists split into two groups to divert attention and escape. At 0500 hours the officer 
moved to engage the terrorists. Using battle drills he spotted the group ahead of Bus Stop. Displaying exemplary courage, he 
accurately fired the Multi Grenade Launcher and neutralized the first terrorist. In the mean time the second terrorist opened 
with automatic fire. Undeterred by the terrorist fire, the officer closed in with the terrorist and neutralized him at close 
quarters. Despite grave danger to him, the officer continuously maintained contact with the terrorists and eliminated them in a 
surgical manner. 

Lieutenant Harjinder Singh displayed raw courage, fortitude and bravery under strenuous operational conditions in 
the elimination of three terrorists. 

3. IC-70237P MAJOR PRAPHUL KUMAR BHARDWAJ, 12™ BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

(SPECIAL FORCES) 

{Effective date of the award : 15 July 2015) 

Major Praphul Kumar Bhardwaj launched a special operation in Awankhu village in Phek district of Nagaland, 
120 km from the closest existing Assam Rifles post on the night of 13 July 15. Negotiating thick forests and treacherous 
slopes in extreme and inclement weather. Major Praphul’s party reached the target at 2300 hours, 15 July 15. 

At 2345 hours, on observing some movement around a hut, Major Praphul along with a buddy pair closed in to 
ascertain the movement upon which they drew heavy volume of fire. Sensing danger to his party, in absence of any cover and 
accurate incoming fire. Major Praphul charged onto the hut and neutralized one terrorist at point blank range. During this 
action, he sustained Gun Shot Wound in his right elbow as also his weapon was hit by a bullet, thereby jamming it. Despite 
profusely bleeding, with his weapon now non functional and his party pinned down. Major Praphul, utterly disregarding his 
personal safety, crawled and lobbed two grenades in the hut and neutralized the second terrorist. 

Major Praphul Kumar Bhardwaj displayed exemplary gallantry and acted beyond the call of duty, while fighting 
with the terrorists. 

4. CONSTABLE SHRI ROCKY, 59 Bn, BSF (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award : 05 th Aug 2015} 

On 5 th August, 2015 at about 0420 hrs, BSF convoy of Kashmir Frontier consisting of 21 vehicles (Light Vehicles- 
02, Medium Vehicles-3, Heavy Vehicles-9 and Buses-07), carrying 522 BSF personnel (466 passengers and 56 guards) left 
transit camp, Jammu for Srinagar under command of Shri N. K. Sharma, AC. 

The road had a number of bends and curves hence the visibility was restricted. At about 0730 hrs, when the convoy 
was negotiating a sharp turn at Narsoo Nala, near village Simrauli, 17 Km from Udhampur, a militant armed with automatic 
weapon suddenly appeared before BSF bus bearing Regd No. JK-01K-3851, driven by Constable (Driver) Daljit Singh of 
02 Battalian, BSF. The bus was at 15 th position in the convoy. Forty four jawans were sitting in the said bus. Constable 
Rocky of 59 Battalion, BSF was escorting the bus as guard. 

The militant initially targeted the front side of the bus. As a result of which the left tyre of bus was deflated and 
Constable (Driver) Daljit Singh received grievous bullet injures. In spite of this, he did not lose his control over the bus and 
brought it to a safe halt avoiding collision in hilly terrain demonstrating excellent presence of mind. The militant then opened 
a heavy volley of fire on the occupants of bus and in the process moved around the stationary bus firing relentlessly from all 
around. In the meantime, another militant taking position in high ground on left side also opened indiscriminate fire on the 
bus, causing grievous injuries to the occupants of the bus. 

Constable Rocky also received grievous bullet injuries and started bleeding profusely. However, he without caring 
for his injuries, effectively engaged the militants by firing bullets from his personal weapon. He was also constantly shouting 
and asking the occupants of the bus to duck down and to remain low to avoid casualties. 

Constable Subhendu Roy of 2 nd Battalion, BSF, who was also travelling as a passenger, kept informing the position 
of the militant to Constable Rocky. When the militant was trying to enter the bus forcefully. Constable Subhendu Roy swiftly 
rushed towards the front gate of bus and tightly held the door to prevent entry of the militant. The militant opened fire and 
injured him grievously. In spite of grievous bullet injuries. Constable Subhendu Roy denied entry of militant in the bus. Then 
the militant tried to enter the bus through rear gate. But Constable Godhraj Meena, 18 Bn BSF, who was sitting in rear 
portion of the bus immediately rushed towards rear gate and stood firmly to prevent entry of the militant amid heavy volley 
of fire. The militant fired at him but he did not allow the militant to enter into the bus, in spite of bullet injuries. In the 
meantime, Constable Rocky was continuously engaging the militant. When the militant was in the process of lobbing a 
grenade in the bus, Constable Rocky rushed to the door and killed the militant with effective fire. 

Meanwhile, the militant who was taking position in high ground on left side hills, managed to flee the site. He held 
some civilians captive but was later overpowered and accosted by civilians. 
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Constable Rocky displayed exemplary gallantry and courage under heavy odds in fighting with the militant and 
made supreme sacrifice. 

5. SHRI BIKRAMJEET, PRIVATE EMPLOYEE. PESTICIDE FACTORY, UPL. DISTT. JAMMU, J & K 

{Effective date of the award : 05 August 2015) 

On 05 August 2015 at about 0700 hrs, a BSF convoy which was on its way from Jammu to Kashmir Valley was 
attacked by some unknown terrorists. On receipt of this information, police parties of District Police Udhampur and other 
security forces deployed on the National Highway rushed to the spot immediately and retaliated the fire. During the fierce 
encounter, one terrorist was eliminated whereas another terrorist managed to give slip to the security forces by taking the 
advantage of dense forests. While fleeing, the said terrorist made two persons namely Shri Des Raj and Shri Romesh Kumar 
hostage on gun point and took them along to work as guide in pursuit of getting safe passage to avoid his death/arrest from 
the hands of police/security forces, who had launched intensive search/cordon operation in the area. After, covering a 
distance of about 150 to 200 meters, the said terrorist came across two more civilians namely Shri Bikramjeet and 
Shri Rakesh Kumar Sharma and also made them hostages in the similar manner. Again after covering a distance of 
02 kilometers, the said terrorist made one more civilian namely Shri Raj Kumar as hostage and took along all the five 
civilians as hostage on gun point. After covering some distance, out of these five civilians, three gave slip to the terrorist and 
managed to escape from his clutches. But, the remaining two hostages namely Shri Bikramjeet and Shri Rakesh Kumar 
Sharma exhibited a great sense of presence of mind when they engaged the above mentioned terrorist in conversation with 
the objective to get an opportune time to overpower him. They seized the first available chance by grappling the terrorist and 
overpowered him. 

Shri Bikramjeet instantly snatched AK-47 rifle from the terrorist thus disarming him. Whereas Shri Rakesh Kumar 
Sharma by jumping over him caught hold the terrorist from his neck and disabled him by tying him with the rope. Both the 
civilians displayed a great act of bravery by putting their lives to a great risk. Later the militant was handed over to Police 
party which reached there subsequently. The arrested terrorist was identified as Mohd. Naveed S/o Mohd. Yaqoob 
R/o Gulam Mohamadabad, Faisalabad, Pakistan and the identity of the slain militant was established as Mohd Nomen 
@ Nomin S/o N/K r/o Bhawalpur, Pakistan. The role played by these two civilians averted the loss to the precious lives of 
the villagers/security forces and also helped the police/security forces to further reach to their sympathizers/helpers and also 
to neutralize their conduits in other parts of the state. 

Shri Bikramjeet thus exhibited a great presence of mind and bravery and apprehended a dreaded militant without 
caring for his life saving further loss of the precious lives of the villagers/security forces. 

6. SHRI RAKESH KUMAR SHARMA, DISTT. UDHAMPUR, J & K 


[Effective date of the award : 05 August 2015) 

On 05.08.2015 at about 0700 hrs, a BSF convoy which was on its way from Jammu to Kashmir Valley was attacked 
by some unknown terrorists. On receipt of this information, police parties of District Police Udhampur and other security 
forces deployed on the National Highway rushed to the spot immediately and retaliated the fire. During the fierce encounter, 
one terrorist was eliminated whereas another terrorist managed to give slip to the security forces by taking the advantage of 
dense forests.

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7. 4190712P NAIK KHEEM SINGH MEHRA, 21ST BATTALION THE KUMAON REGIMENT 

{Effective date of the award : 09 th August 2015) 

On night 08 August 2015, three terrorists attempted infiltration in area Lara along Jumagund Nar on Line of Control 
at Jammu and Kashmir. Naik Kheem Singh Mehra was deployed as a part of ambush to prevent their escape. 

At 0530 hours, the terrorist group was spotted by Naik Kheem Singh moving in the jungle across Jumagund Nar 
towards Line of Control. Displaying tenacity, grit and total audacity, Naik Kheem Singh advanced across the Nala, climbed 
on opposite spur and engaged the terrorists at close range killing one terrorist on the spot and preventing their escape. 

Heavy exchange of fire commenced between terrorists, Naik Kheem Singh and balance of ambush party. Taking 
cover of boulder and trees, the terrorists maneuvered to flank the main ambush party. Sensing imminent danger to own 
comrades, Naik Kheem Singh with utter disregard to personal safety, broke cover and charged the terrorists killing another 
terrorist in close quarter fire fight. 

Naik Kheem Singh Mehra displayed raw courage, audacity in face of grave personal danger and an indomitable 
fighting spirit in elimination of two dreaded foreign terrorists. 

8. IC-71516M MAJOR SANDIP YADAV, THE ARMOURED CORPS / 55™ BATTALION, THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES 


{Effective date of the award : 10 August 2015} 

Major Sandip has been operating in Pulwama since Jul 2013 and his flair for generating intelligence and conduct of 
operations is exemplary. 

On 10 August, information was received about presence of terrorists in village Ratanpur at Pulwama district of 
Jammu and Kashmir. Major Sandip while moving cross country noticed a suspicious movement in a paddy field. The two 
terrorists immediately opened indiscriminate fire at the officer. Major Sandip stood his ground and retaliated the fire which 
pinned down the terrorists. Undeterred by heavy fire and showing exceptional presence of mind, the officer redeployed his 
team which prevented the escape of terrorists. 

On 11 August, after a grueling eighteen hours of firefight, Major Sandip decided to crawl close to the terrorists in an 
open area without any cover. As he was doing so, he came under heavy fire. Unmindful of the grave danger and showing raw 
courage under heavy fire with utter disregard to personal safety, he crawled close and eliminated both the terrorists. The bold 
action ensured elimination of two Lashker tanzeem terrorists as well as no collateral damage. 

Major Sandip Yadav displayed exemplary leadership, fearlessness in face of intense firing and gallantry in the 
elimination of two terrorists. 

9. IC-71155Y MAJOR ANURAG KUMAR, 9™ BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) ATTACHED WITH 32 nd BAT ALLION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

{Effective date of the award : 26™ August 2015} 

Major Anurag Kumar was leading a helicopter inserted 9 PARA (Special Forces) Team in Search and Destroy 
Operations in Lidder Panzal at Baramulla district of Jammu and Kashmir on 26/27 August 2015. 

Post insertion, Major Anurag led his squads to the location where terrorists were last seen and organized the search. 
At 1400 hours on 26 August 2015, the officer observed suspicious movement behind boulders and deployed his squads 
before shouting a challenge which drew indiscriminate terrorist fire. Realising grave threat to his men from the ricocheting 
bullets, the officer risked his safety and under covering fire of Havildar Virender Singh and Naik Javid Ahmad Chopan 
closed in with and eliminated one terrorist. Major Anurag then established a cordon to cut off escape of remaining terrorists. 
At 1100 hours on 27 August 2015 one terrorist attempting to break cordon rushed out firing indiscriminately. Unmindful of 
the heavy fire and displaying immense courage Major Anurag engaged and shot dead the terrorist at close quarters. He 
further engaged one trapped terrorist in a conversation thereby assisting Naik Chopan in his apprehension. 

Major Anurag Kumar displayed exceptional tactical acumen, selflessness, inspiring leadership and gallantry beyond 
compare while fighting with the terrorist. 

10. IC-58160L COLONEL SANTOSH YASHWANT MAHADIK, SENA MEDAL, THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT 

(SPECIAL FORCES) /41 st BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award : 17 th November 2015} 

Colonel Santosh Yashwant Mahadik, SM, a dynamic officer from the Parachute Regiment (Special Forces) was 
commanding 41 Rashtriya Rifles from July 2014. Col Santosh with his inspirational leadership and humane skills altered the 
narrative of Kupwara town through successful OP SADBHAVANA initiatives in education, sports and health care. 
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Colonel Santosh was leading a search operation based on specific input about the likely presence of terrorists in 
general area Manigah Forest of Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir on 17 November 2015. At about 1215 hours, he 
received an input about the likely movement of terrorists in the forested area near Kashmiri Manigah. Always having led 
from the front, Colonel Santosh along with his Quick Reaction Team (QRT) expeditiously moved to the suspected site. As 
the team was deploying, they came under heavy and effective fire of terrorists hiding in the forest. Pinned down by the 
terrorists fire in the open, he immediately maneuvered to outflank the terrorists and engaged them from an advantageous 
position. Underterred by the heavy volume of terrorists fire and with utter disregard to personal safety. Colonel Santosh 
provided his troops an opportunity to take cover. In the fire fight however, he suffered multiple gunshot wounds. Unmindful 
of his grievous injuries, Colonel Santosh kept the terrorists pinned down till he was evacuated. He later succumbed to his 
injuries and attained martyrdom. 

Colonel Santosh Y Mahadik made the supreme sacrifice in keeping with the highest traditions of the Indian Army 
while ensuring safety of the troops he commanded and personally led from the forefront. 

Colonel Santosh Yashwant Mahadik displayed exemplary leadership, utmost dedication to duty and gallantry and 
made the supreme sacrifice while fighting with the terrorists. 

11. 15614460W NAIK SATISH KUMAR, BRIGADE OF THE GUARDS/21 st BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award : 04 th December 2015) 

Naik Satish Kumar was serving with 21 Rashtriya Rifles since 07 April 2015. 

On 04 December 2015, he was commanding a small team as part of search and destroy operation in Boban Wastar 
Forest. Observing speed and stealth, he led his small team to the likely target area, searching the forest cautiously and 
deliberately. At 1305 hours, Naik Anil was suddenly fired upon by terrorists injuring him. Realising Naik Anil being hit, 
Nk Satish Kumar crawled ahead to a fallen tree, engaged and eliminated one terrorist at close range. He then provided Nk 
Anil first aid and ensured his timely evacuation. Simultaneously, the second hidden terrorist opened fire injuring him on his 
right leg. Unmindful of his injury, Nk Satish engaged this terrorist and despite profuse bleeding closed in, lobbing two hand 
grenade towards the terrorist who was still firing and killed him. However, during his assault towards the terrorist he suffered 
another gunshot wound and attained martyrdom. 

Naik Satish Kumar displayed extraordinary courage, commitment beyond call of duty in eliminating two hardcore 
terrorists before making the ultimate sacrifice.
